Sicknes« Should Ho I’uniuhablo by Law 
He Advocates That There lie No Private 
Praetltidtters, but an Organised Medical 
Police—A II fid leal Idea. 


“Sickness is a crime and should l>e 
made punishable by law.” 
This remark emanated from o ne of the 
most eminent and highly, respected phy 
siciaus in the city. 
“No physician, however far advanced 
in his profession he may I*?, can con­ 
scientiously say that he is infallibly fa­ 
miliar with the cases he is called on to 
treat,” continued 
the doctor. 
“ My 
opinion is, as much as I love my profes­ 
sion, that the sooner the present class of 
doctors is wiped tint the belter. 
I be 
lieve that the government should have 
complete charge of caring for the sick 
throughout the country, and that the 
most miserable pauper should have the 
same treatm ent and show for his life 
that the millionaire has. 
1 believe that 
if such was the case sickness could be re­ 
duced to such a minimum that, the legis­ 
lature could conscientiously eoustruct a 
law making it a crime to be sick. 
Epi 
demies spring from carelessness, and all 
sicknesses result from abuses of the hu­ 
man system and neglect. 
“ My suggestion would be to have the 
government select certain physicians and 
educate them op to th,e very best stand­ 
ard po s i.¡M e to be obtained in medicine. 
Let expense be 
: r.j. airy considera­ 
tion. If it cost a million dollars to reach 
this end let it be spent. 
After these 
physicians have attained their education 
cans« a medical department to lie estab­ 
lished on the same general plan as the 
police department is run. 


JUS UNIQUE PLAN. 
“Have a chief of physicians, inspector 
of physicians, captains of physicians, 
sergeants and patrolmen, the same as 
the jKiIice department has. 
Let this 
city, for instance, be divided into pre­ 
cincts and sub-precinct s, and let the pa­ 
trolmen visit each.family every day. and 
where sickness is found, let reports lx» 
made and the projner medical remedies 
applied. 
Let even person, rich or poor, 
receive the same proper treatment. 
“Let the salaries-of the officers be of 
such a standard and the rules govern­ 
ing the department bo so strict that it 
would bo folly for a subordinate to at­ 
tempt discrimination between the rich 
and {K>or. 
Make it a crime punishable 
by imprisonment fo ra person to attempt 
to employ a physician not appointed in 
the department. J lave it so systematized 
that a person could not be taken down 
sick without the fact becoming immedi­ 
ately known to i.*e department and the 
disease checked in its ineipiency. 
“ For instance, suppose a patrolman 
should discover a peculiar disease in a 
, tenement house district. 
Let him ad­ 
minister to the immediate relief of the 
jmtient « and report the case to hi s cap­ 
tain. 
The latter reports it to the chief 
and the chief sends one of his t taff <»f ex­ 
pert. physicians i » d i a g n o s e the ctise and 
then apply the projx'r r. medics. 
“There is no reason why people should 
t>e sick, and vvia a ¡1 is discovered that 
the f one persons have Ix’come sick sev­ 
eral iinies with the same disease through 
their own carelessness they should be 
a m . ted an 1 imprisoned as criminals. 
( HI MIN AL MA1.1 *RA< Tl( ’i t. 
“As strange and preposterous as it 
may seem, according to years of observa­ 
tion and careful calculation and compar­ 
ison with other countries, there are in the 
United States more than a million eases 
of criminal malpractice annually under 
the present system of doctoring. 
This 
is one of the principal evils that would 
b«* checked should the government es­ 
tablish such a department as I have de 
scribed. 
“ It would be only a comparatively 
short time when we would have th 
healthiest city in *he world, and it 
would ultimately result in establishing 
a condition of affairs where sickness, ex­ 
cept in a natural way, would be entirely 
eliminated. 
“ Why, just take the report of the 
m ortality in this state. 
It shows a 
death rate of 262 persons a day, or an 
annual rate of 10 persons to every 1,000 
inhabitants. 
Nearly one-third of these 
deaths occurred under the ago of 5 years 
from diseases that with proper and im­ 
mediate attention could have been cured 
Diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, 
whooping 
cough, measles, diarrlueal diseases and 
typhoid lever were the principal causes 
of death. 
Under the system I have de- 
seril>ed patrolmen could have discovered 
these c.'im'S in time to have checked the 
diseases and saved the persoiiij’ lives. 
“ It is the only way by which epi­ 
demics of infectious disease-- can 1»* suc­ 
cessfully eradicated, and the sooner the 
government sees the necessity of estab­ 
lishing sucu a depart in*, ut ami over­ 
throwing the present system of doctor­ 
ing the sick tin* letter it will bo for the 
nation.”- New York Telegram. 


Llhifitune fur Oy s te r*. 
The oyster planters of Long Island 
sound a r e taking limestone from the 
Hudson river with which to make oyster 
beds oil which the spawn can attach 
itself. 
Those planters first used all the 
oyster shells they could get from towns 
aiong the sound and from New York. 
Then they brought them by the ship­ 
load fruin Maryland. 
The oyster shells, 
however, broke up rapidly and were 
washed away, and it was found neces­ 
sary to resort to limestone, which is 
found to make a permanent bed.—Chi­ 
cago Ilerald. 


Pe nns y lv a nia *» Ha rk TIe lt. 
An interview with a citizen of Ridg- 
way, Elk county, develops some facte 
o f interest concerning the tanning in­ 
dustry. 
Ridgway is the centre o f the 
hemlock bark industry of northern Penn­ 
sylvania. 
“ The hemlock industry of the 
state,” said he, "is about 75 by 150 miles 
in extent, and the tanneries located in 
that district have extra facilities for se­ 
curing bark. 
The cost of hemlock bark 
at Ridgway is about $5 per cord. 
The 
tanneries located at that ¡>oint consume 
about 40, (-00 c o rd s a year. 
Large quan­ 
tities of their products find ready markets 
in Europe.” Said one of the loading tan­ 
ners: 
“The cost of bark transportation has 
become of late years a very important 
element in 1 he success of the tanning in­ 
dustry. 
Bark is bulky and cost of 
transportation long distances adds very 
materially to the cost of leather. 
Penn­ 
sylvania has advantages over New Eng­ 
land tanning centers by reason of its 
nearness to West Virginia bark regions. 
Tanneries located in the very midst of 
the bark district« have, of course, special 
advantages which count in these days of 
close margins. 
We have reached a time 
when nil opportunities for reducing cost 
must be watched, and the manufacturer 
who fails to do so is apt to be left.”— 
Shoe and Leather Facts.

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The Fa mous Ilog Mone y Suc c e e d» Wa m­ 
pum, Mus k e t Ha ils a nd Toba c c o. 
The earliest coinage for America was 
that made in 1612 for the Virginia com­ 
pany at the Somers islands, now called 
Bermudas. 
The coin was of brass, 
with the legend, “Somers Island,” and 
a “ hogge on one side, in memory of 
the abundance of lioggee which were 
found on their first landing.” 
This 
was the famous *‘liog money.” 
The earliest colonial coinage was in 
Massachusetts in 1652. a “ mint liowse 
being established at Boston, and the 
“quoines" being a shilling, sixpence 
and threepenny pieces. 
Before this 
the currency of the colonists was a very 
mixed one. 
Musket balls passed for 
change at a farthing apiece, and were 
legal tender for sums under a shilling. 
Tobacco and tobacco receipts were 
legal tender; corn and beans and eaxi 
fish wore also employed. 
W ampum, 
however, was the commonest currency 
of all. 
It was the shell bead money of 
the Indians, and was soon accepted by 
the colonists ¡us a convenient token. 
There were two kinds of wampum— 
wnmpumeag, which was white and 
made from the conch of the periwinkle; 
mid Htickanhock, which was dark pur 
pie and made from the hardshell clam. 
The purple was worth twice as much as 
the white. 
The shell was broken in 
pieces, nibbed smooth on a stone till 
about the thickness of a pipestem, then 
pierced with a drill and strung into 
necklaces, bracelets and belts. 
The English, French and Dutch set 
tiers all used wampum, the value be 
mg fixed in 1640 at six beads for a 
penny. The strings were called fatl amis, 
and varied in value from five to ten 
shillings. Shell money lias played quite 
an im portant part in the world’s com­ 
merce. 
The small, hard shell known 
;is the cowry is still used in India, the 
Indian islands and Africa in the place 
of subsidiary coin. 
In 1851 more than 1,000 tons of these 
shells wen* brought from India to Liver­ 
pool, to Ik* exported to the coast of 
Africa in exchange for palm oil. 
In 
Bengal they are worth 32,000 to the 
rupee (forty-six cents), or about seventy 
to the cent. 
The cowry is a gastero- 
|K>d inollusk, is beautifully marked, 
and is strung on a tough grass string 
for convenience of transportation. 
The British Columbia Indians still 
use a variety of wampum made of ha- 
iqua shells. 
These they string up and 
use ¡us ¡m ornamental border to dresses, 
their currency value being one string 
for ¡i beaver’s skin. 
Looking back to the pre-wampum 
lays, it is learned that of the aboriginal 
money of the American continent, the 
mounds in and adjoining the valley of 
the Mississippi have produced speci­ 
mens of lignite, coal, bone, terra cotta, 
mica, pearl, 
carnelian, 
chalcedony, 
igate, jas[x*r, gold, silver, copper, lead 
ind iron, which were Cushioned into 
forms evincing considerable skill and 
irt. 
According to Prescott, the money 
>f the Aztecs and the nations in kin 
•onsisted of quills filled with gold dust 
md bags of chocolate grains. 
Clioco- 
ate is still used in the interior of South 
Vmerica for the same purpose, ¡us are 
rocoamits and eggs.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Dr. Charles F. Heuser, who died at 214 
So uth Sharp street, W ednesday m orning , 
was cremated at Loudon Park yesterday. 
He was a w ell-kno wn physician and apo th­ 
ecary. 
The circum stances connected with 
his g hastly directio ns for the disposal of 
his remains make his story and that of 
his fam ily a very rem arkable one. 
Dr. 
Heuser left a w ill in which he requested 
that liis heart be taken from his body in 
the presence o f w itnesses on the day of his 
death, and that his rem ains be afterwards 
cremated, the ashes to 
be distributed 
am o ng his friends. 
The strang e clause 
co ncerning the heart of the dead physician 
caused so m ewhat of a sensatio n, but his 
friends resolved to carry o ut his wishes as 
nearly as possible. 
T he R eason for th e M u tila tion. 
A number of physicians and surg eons 
declined to m utilate the corpse of theii 
dead friend, but Thursday Dr. Bernard T. 
Meyer, in the presence of a few friends, re­ 
moved the heart from the body. 
Then re­ 
placing it,the remains were made ready for 
crem atio n. The ashes w ill be disposed of as 
directed in the will. 
The strang e request 
of the physician is accounted for by one 
who knew him well from the fact that he 
had entertained a horror of being buried 
alive. 
He o ften talked on the subject, and 
his fear of premature burial was increased 
after a talk he had some tim e ag o with a 
V irg inia physician, who said that In a 
num ber o f cases he had seen corpses d isin ­ 
terred which showed that the persons had 
come to life after burial. 
Some of the 
bodies were drawn up in the colli us or lay 
on their sides dreadfully contorted. 
D r o ve » K n i f e i n t o H is W i l e ’s H ea rt. 
Reso lved 
upon 
escaping 
premature 
burial by having his body cremated, he 
determined to avoid the po ssibility o f be­ 
ing burned alive by the sing ular expedient 
mentio ned. 
A circum stance that add« ad­ 
ditio nal interest to the sing ular ceremony 
is the fact that Dr. Heuser, after his w ife’s 
death so m e years ag o, drove a knife into 
her heart to protect her from the po ssi­ 
bility o f being immured alive. 
He had 
frequently told the story o f this affair 
him self, and said it was the most terrible 
duty he ever had to perform, to t hrust the 
c.iiu steel into the bosom of the woman he 
loved, as she lay on the bier before him; 
yet he could not think of letting her run 
the aw ful risk o f co m ing buck to life in 
her g rajfe. 
W a s “ ISred in t h e H o n e . ” 
A no ther sing ular circum stance is that 
many ,u Dr. Heuser’s fam ily have had 
their hearts pierced or their veins and ar- 
terie* cut after death. 
The fear of prema­ 
ture burial seems to have pervaded the 
w ho le fam ily and led to the utm o st precau­ 
tion» being taken to insure escape from 
such i fate. 
.None ol them , however, ex­ 
cept he doctor have been cremated.

SOME REMINISCENCES OF AMERICA’S 


FAMOUS HUMORIST . 


His Life Iu Loudon Town—Mr. and Mrs. 
Converse Recall Experiences with the 
Mirtli Pro vo ker—Lecturing a Cabby on 
the American Situatio n.

One evening not long tvg o I sat in the 
“ Indian room" of Mr. Frank B. Con- 
r« rse’s cozy New York home and listened 
for an hour while my host and his g ifted 
wife, Harriet Maxwell Converse, enter­ 
tained me with reminiscences of their 
famous cousin, Charles Farrar Browne, 
bettor known to the world as Artemus 
Ward. 
“ We were married in 1861,” remarked 
Mr. Converse, ‘‘and left America on 
what may be called an unlimited wed­ 
ding journey. 
We wandered throug h 
Europe and the Orient for five years, 
and didn't turn our faces homeward un­ 
til the early fall of 1866. 
Then, while 
stopping at the Laug ham, in London, 1 
learned that Artemus was in town. 
1 
hunted him up. and he returned with 
tne to the hotel. 
His face was thin, liis 
3yes abnormally brig ht and his spirits 
somewhat depressed. 
He had just con­ 
tributed his first article to Punch. 
It 
didn’t suit him 
In fact he reg arded it 
with scorn aud referred to it as ‘infernal 
g ibberish. 
Thus weig hted down with 
the blues, he g reeted Mrs. Converse, aud 
after 
formal welcome had b<*en ex­ 
chang ed, exploded: ‘Harriet, how nice 
your hair looks! 
I never can g et mine 
to suit 
Indeed nothing about me curls 
except this blamed big nose of mine 
All tiie rest is ang les.” * 
.Then he went on to unburden his soul 
:>f various g rievances. 
The chief of these 
was his inability to secure a suitable 
hall in which to deliver his lectures. 
Finally he brig htened up in the quaint 
and lovable fashion that so endeared him 
to his friends, and sug g ested a visit to 
the theatre. 
‘We’ll g et von a nice seat, Harriet!’ 
be urg ed, “ and then 1 want Frank to 
loaf around among the g ods with me. 
Perhaps I can pick up a few ideas.” 
Here is Mrs. 
Converse’s version of 
what followed: “ The boys saw me com­ 
fortably placed in one of the stalls and 
then left. 
1 g rew interested as the play 
prog ressed and had forg otten them for a 
moment, when all at once the house was 
filled with a sharp, penetrating , uproar­ 
ious laug h. 
It came from the top g al­ 
lery, and looking up 1 saw Artemus and 
uiy husband surrounded by an amused 
and sympathetic crowd of people whose 
attention had been distracted from the 
*tag e by the 
funny II*American’s’ sto­ 
ries. 
Quiet succeeded, but when the 
curtain went down no one appeared to 
ascort me home. 
1 went to the front of 
the theatre and there found Frank try­ 
ing to reason with his cousin. 
Artemus 
was in one of the wildest of his prank­ 
ish humors, and was eng ag ed in dissem­ 
inating information to a cabman on the 
results of the civil war and the outlook 
for reconstruction in the southern states. 
It * liis that the boys had left the g al- 
ten c.nd were coming in from the 8tr« *;t 
to * :e charg e of me when they were 
jree.c l with the query: 
‘ "K"i>, gents?* 
“ Arb unis 
stopped 
and 
remarked, 
‘Frank, here’s a chance to do missionary 
work 
Then turning to the driver he 
continued: ‘No, sir; 1 don’t wish a keb, 
Dut I desire a kebman. 
What is your 
ihi.i 
[>er hour? ’

“ ‘lb v * * your two and six and a shil­ 
ling extra lor a tip.

Stars and StrqieH.’ 
‘Frank an I i went home while ho 
was still talking . 
He called next day 
ind remarked g leefully: ‘I poured red 
aot Licts into that Britisher and the as­ 
sembled multitude for twenty minutes. 
Then cabby offered me the money back 
X) let him off, and I let.’ ” 
The only place Browne thoug ht suit- 
ibie for the delivery of his lectures wra» 
Eg yptian hall, and that chanced to be 
eased for the season to an Eng lish hu­ 
morist named Georg e It » so, Rose, o ver 
die nom do plume of Arthur Sketchly, 
mid written a lot of articles on “ The 
Experiences of Mrs. Brown.” 
These ho 
aad utilized with some success as ma­ 
terial for a course of lectures. 
“ One day.” said 
Mr. Converse, “ I 
Heard Artemus coming ¡dong the corri- 
ior to our apartments laug hing uproar­ 
iously, 
He burst throug h the door and 
aied, ‘Frank, i f you’ll help tne 1 think I 
mu g et Eg yptian hall within the week. 
All rig ht,’ I replied, ‘command my serv- 
cea.’ He then outlintsd his scheme. That 
evening we dined with some friends, and 
m e of the g uests to whom 1 was intro­ 
duced was Mr. Georg e Rose. 
‘W hat,’ 1 
sxclatmed, ‘is this the famous Arthur 
Sketchly whose works are eo popular in 
the United States? * 
He assented m to 
the name, but was surprised to learn of 
ais foreig n fame. 
I told him <4 the 
great furore his books had create« L 
In­ 
deed, 1 talked with him alf ev ening. 
I 
had ey e« and ears for no one else, 
i 
worship ed at the shrine of his 
g enius, 
and finally 1 remarked: ‘What a sp len­ 
did thing it wou ld be, Mr. Rose, now 


that America’s most famous humorist is 
in this country, for you, the foremost 
Eng lish laug h provoker, to g o to the 
states on a lecturing tour! 
Every one 
there is fascinated with your wTiting s, 
and you would t>e sure of a g lorious re­ 
ception. 
“ He jump« *! at the bait like a hung ry 
fish. 
In three days Artemus had the 
hall and Mr. Rose was eu route for New 
York. 
He didn't do very well, I under­ 
stand: aud on g oing home wrote a viru­ 
lent and abusive book entitled ‘Im pas­ 
sions of America.’ ” 
“ We witnessed onr cousin’s subse­ 
quent triumphs.” remarked Mrs. Con­ 
verse, “ and sorrowed over his physical 
breakdown. 
We were with him a g reat 
deal during his illness, and would have 
remained to the last had not an impera­ 
tive summons recalled us to the United 
States, 
We parted just before he went 
to the isle of J ersey. 
He was hopeful 
with that vain hop« 1 that always inspires 
the consumptive, and promised to join 
us in New Y’ork the next summer. 
Poor fellow! 
In a month he was dead.” 
Mrs. Converse sat silent for a moment 
and then continued: “ Let me tell you a 
story about Mr. Browne's mother. 
The 
g ood old sonl livt*l in Maine, and nearly 
every summer had for g uests a family of 
Boston relatives. 
A lady iu the party 
g reatly admired a hug e, old fashioned 
hall clock that hadn't ticked a tick for 
years. 
She also lovtsl Mrs. Browne’s 
jellies. 
After ln» r return to Boston one 
autumn she received by express a long , 
strong ly built, queerly shaped box of 
oak. 
When opened it was found to con­ 
tain the coveted el<x*k, and in every 
cranny about the timepiece were stuffed 
cans of preserve« , some of which had 
broken in transit 
The recipient was of 
course delig hted, and on ag ain meeting 
Mrs. Browne said: 
“ ‘You must at least allow me to pay 
you for that splendid ¡lacking box. How 
much did it cost you to have it made? ’ 
“ ‘Land’s sakes! no,’ responded Mrs. 
Browne. 
‘You sha’n’t g ive me a red 
cent That box didn’t cost nothin’. 
It’s 
the case they sent nephew Ira’s body 
home in after he was killed in the lum­ 
ber woods!’ ” 
At the beg inning I mentioned the 
“ Indian room” of the Converse resi­ 
dence. 
This is an apartment probably 
without a fellow in America. 
It is 
g org eous with displays in silver, skins, 
cloth and shells of the handiwork of thu 
Six Nations, 
Of that once powerful 
federation Mrs. Converse is an adopted 
daug hter and an unfailing friend.

The following letter of Artemns Ward, 
recently broug ht to lig ht, shows the 
sources of his characters, especially the 
reference to liis “ two years of peripatetic 
life” in the west: 
WATKitFOiti), Me., J une 5, 1864. 
My Dk.yu Sin—There is really noth­ 
ing very remarkable in my history. 
I 
was boro in this quiet little town about 
twenty-eig ht years ag o. 
My father died 
when I was 12 years old, and at the ag e of 
13 1 entered a printing office at Lancas­ 
ter, N. 11. 
My father was a mag istrate 
and a lumber merchant—a clear headed 
and thoroug hly honest man, so conqie- 
tent in liis business as to be consulted on 
all kinds of law questions, and so honest 
that he invariably had bis hands full of 
business involving larg e sums of money. 
I fear he was a little too honest, for he 
died ¡HMir after all. 
1 ran away from the office at Lancas­ 
ter and entered a similar establishment 
at Norway, this state. 
This establish­ 
ment failed, and i roamed throug h the 
state, setting type a short time in one 
place and quietly running away at an­ 
other. 
Running away apiiears to have 
bt*m my chief weakness at that time. 
1 
finally landed in Boston, and worked at 
my trade until I was declared a tolerably 
g ood printer. 
I then went west and 
south, and for two years led a peripatetic 
kind of life. 
1 commenced writing for 
a paper in Toledo, O., about ten y» « *rs 
ag o. 
I succeeded as a parag raphmt well 
enoug h to achieve a very g ood local reje 
utatiori, and moved to Cleveland and 
to o k charg e of The Plain Dealer news­ 
paper. 
1 
here commenced 
the 
Artemns 
Ward pai*‘rs. 
The selection of that 
nom de plume was purely accidental. 
1 
wrote the first Ward sketch on a purely 
local subject, not supposing I should 
ever write another. Somehow the name 
Ward entered iny head and I used it. 
Five years ag o I moved to New York 
and assumed the editorial conduct of 
Vanity Fair, succeeding Charles G. Lo- 
land. 
For the past four years I have 
lectured almost constantly, and with a 
success that is jierhaps unequaled, co n­ 
sidering what a startling innovation 1 
have made on a long establish« *! institu­ 
tion. 
My writing s and lecturing have 
g iv« *n rne a competency.* I have a liberal 
offer to g o to Eng land this fall on a lect­ 
uring tour, and I may accept. 
I am 
writing now a l*ook of travels, g iving 
my experience among the Mormons. 
1 
live in New York city, althoug h 1 « ¡« end 
a ¡« ortion of my summer» here with my 
mother. 
That is about all. 
1 have only driftod with the current, 
which has carried me g aylyo n of its own 
accord. 
As 1 am frank enoug h to say 
this, 1 hope I have a rig ht to say that I 
have always meant the creatures of my 
burlesque* should stab Error and g ive 
Rig ht a friendly push. You are at liber­ 
ty to use these facts, althoug h my letter 
is necessarily written in a g reat hurry, 
for I am very busy. 
1 am popularly 
Buppijsed to lie “ rusticating ” here, but it 
is a g hastly mockery. 
I am working 
very hard. 
C u a k i.k s F, B r o w n e (Artemus Ward). 
There has always been a mystery 
about Artemus Ward’s money. 
He re­ 
turned from his Utah and California 
tour with |l5,db0, and paid but |6,U00 
for his farm; he received at k*aet |15,000 
more in 
the short interval before his 
death, yet his ex« « utors found barely
